BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 27 — 


(UP)—Republican and Democratic 
presidential candidates sped West 
today to confront each other face 
to face, while Gov. Alf M. Lan- 
don's assault on "cockeyed" New 
Deal tax legislation blasted the 
1936 campaign out of the dol- 
drums. 


Speaking here in the wind-up of 


his first campaign tour, Goy. Lan- 
don pledged repeal of the "ill-ad- 
vised" 1936 Roosevelt tax act and 
pledged himself to tax reform. He 
cited the administration for waste, 
extravagance and absurdities. 


The Republican candidate rec- 


ommended that government reduce 
"hidden" taxes and derive most of 
its revenue from direct levies on 
corporate and individual income. 
He said the time had come for a

varned that the nation was living 
now in a fool's paradise and be- 
yond its means.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27—(UP) 


—Secretary of Treasury 
Henry 


Morgenthau, Jr., today replied to 
Gov. 
Alf M. Landon's attack on 


the administration's fiscal policy 
with an assertion that treasury 
policy "has met with the approval 
of the country." 


Morgenthau showed reporters a 


two-paragraph reply to 
Landon 


that he had scrawled in his hand- 
writing. 


The statement said: 
"The policy being pursued by the 


United States treasury ' has met 
with the approval of the country. 


"The acid test of it is the gov- 


ernment bond market" 


Morgenthau would not amplify 


on his statement but he remarked 
that he had looked at the bond 
market quotations and then he 
said: 


"After seeing them, 
I 
guess 


there is no cause for alarm." 


Morgenthau disclosed that he 


will confer with the open market 
committee of the federal reserve 
system here next Wednesday re- 
garding the treasury's $514,000,000 
mid-Sptember financing program. 


It was indicated in informed cir- 


cles that the treasury would pay 
the maturing obligations in cash 
from its present nearly $2,000,000,- 
000 cash balance as a show of con- 
fidence in improving conditions 
instead of asking for new money 
or issuing new securities.

tion has just been started in sev- 
eral industrial cities preliminary to 
the issuance of new subpenas in 
the inquiry into interference with 
the rights of labor to organize, 
officials disclosed. 


Only those munitions firms be- 


lieved to be closely 
allied with 


strikebreaking will be affected by 
this move, it was statfed. How- 
ever, it was said the inquiry might 
eventually touch 
some of 
the 


largest arms makers in the coun- 
try. 


Evidence Accumulated 


Committee 
investigators 
said 


they have accumulated evidence 
indicating some of these firms 
have sold arms for use in labor 
disputes. At the same time an en- 
tirely new industry was discovered 
—the manufacture of weapons de- 
signed especially for use in labor 
warfare. 
Typical was the finding 


of a gas-machine-gun said by com- 
mittee officials to have been espe- 
cially built to protect "scab" labor 
during strikes and to break up 
picket lines. 


The present investigation Is be- 


ing conducted by a 
committee 


headed by Sen. Robert M. Lafol- 
lette, (Prog.,) Wis. The only other 
member is Sen. Elbert Thomas 
(D), Utah. 


The purpose of the Lafollette in- 


quiry is to expose the methods and 
use of strikebreaking with a view 
to recommendations for strength- 
ening federal statutes designed to 
curb it. It has been revealed that 
modification of at least five exist- 
ing laws will probably be sug- 
gested to congress by the commit- 
tee.

—Rejecting a Spanish government 
"paper blockade" of rebel ports, 
the United States today reaffirmed 
its historic policy of freedom on 
the seas. 


American merchant ships will 


continue to enter Spanish ports 
held by rebels until "an effective 
blockade' is laid down, the state 
department said in reply 
to 
a 


Spanish government warning. 


Secretary of State Cordell Hull, 


in a firm note to the Spanish gov- 
ernment, 
said 
this government 


"cannot admit the legality" of a 
Spanish order declaring rebel and 
certain other ports "war zones." 


The note was in reply to a "note 


verbale," dated Aug. 20, from the 
Spanish foreign office in Madrid 
to Eric C. Wendelin, in charge of 
the American Embassy there, say- 
ing in part: 


"Spanish ports in the power of 


the rebels as well as those of Cueta 
and Melilla and the ports of our 
proscription zone in Morocco, Bal- 
earic and Canary Islands, have all 
been declared war zone and, there- 
fore, it is not possible for the 
ships of our fleet to permit the 
entry into them of merchant ships 
in order in this way to provinces 
of Almcria, Murcia, Alicante ami 
Rarlajoz and supplies to the reb- 
els."

Effinger Rides Secretly Into 


Lima and Floods City With

LIMA, O., Aug. 27 — (UP) — 


While police continued their un- 
successful search for barrel-chest- 
ed Virgil H. (Bert) Effinger, the 
reputed Black Legion chief's plan 
of battle against removal to De- 
troit was revealed today. 


When Effinger is found, or sur- 


renders, his attorney will file a 
writ of habeas corpus in common 
pleas court in Lima, seeking his 
immediate release. 


This was disclosed by Effinger's 


attorney, 
Clarence Miller. This 


move, Miller said, will force Michi- 
gan authorities to prove the suffi- 
ciency of their charges. 


Miller said several days may be 


necessary to complete a hearing 
on the sufficiency of the warrant, 
thus forcing- a virtual trial of Ef- 
finger before a court in his home 
town. 


Meanwhile, the next move in the 


man hunt for Effinger rested with 
Gov. Martin L. Davey. 


Davey must decide whether Ef- 


finger shall, or shall not, be re- 
moved to Detroit. The Lima elec- 
trical contractor has been indicted 
with 21 others on charges of viola- 
ting- Michigan's criminal syndical- 
ism l?.w, in connection with Black 
Legion activities. 


Effinger sauntered out of an ex- 


tradition hearing room in Colum- 
bus Tuesday, and police haven't 
caught up with him since. 


Miller said that although he does 


not have any idea where his client 
is, he is sure that "when and if 
Governor Davey signs the extradi- 
tion papers, Effinger 
will 
come 


forward to meet the charges." 


Meanwhile, Lima police, 
Allen 


county deputies, state highway of- 
ficers and several special investi- 
gators from Michigan combed this 
section of the state for Effinger. 


The Black Legion major general, 


however, safely eluded the dragnet 
and went his pursuers one better, 


While he was being sought; he 


rode back into Lima, and in typical 
night rider drama, covered the 
town with a printed pamphlet de- 
fending the Black Legion.

The result is 
that American needs 500,000 new 
homes a year to keep pace with 
housing needs. 


Construction Drops 


That average was maintained 


during the 1920-30 decade. Then 
came depression. For the five years 
1930-35, new home construction 
averaged only 18 per cent of the 
required amount. Families doubled 
up, and less than 500,000 dwelling 
units were built during five years 
in which 2,500,000 were needed 
adequately to house the popula- 
tion. 


In other words, 2,000,000 new 


homes are needed to return the 
nation to the 1929 housing level. 
At least 
another 
1,000,000 are 


needed to eliminate slums, 
lift 


sharecroppers 
and 
other 
poor 


farmers out of their shacks, and 
take care of housing needs caused 
by splitting up of large families as 
a result of the urban movement. 


Obsolescence Increases 


Added to this is the fact that 


the rate of obsolescence, now about 
one per cent a year, is increasing 
rapidly. A great majority of the 
nation's homes were built during 
||the last 40 years. Within the next 
'decade hundreds of thousands of 
these will require either replace- 
ment of major remodeling. 


Population trends play a part, 


too.

years old in this country than in 
any other age group.

increase.

It has made him lord of cre- 


ation. Perhaps so, but not with- 
out some cost. 


The worst effects of the erect 


posture are upon the digestive and 
respiratory systems. According to 
their architecture, man was never 
supposed to be upright. And added 
strain is put upon these systems 
in some individuals by the alter- 
nate assumption of the erect pos- 
ture while waking and of the su- 
pine posture while sleeping. It is 
a credit to most of us that the ter- 
rible strength of our architecture 
is able to stand up under the 
strain. 


Our digestive tract was meant to 


be operated in the horizontal posi- 
tion. The stomach lies sideways, 
and when we are lying on our 
backs or on all fours, the exit of 
the stomach into the intestines 
(the pylorus) is on a level with 
the retaining pouch. When we 
stand up the pylorus is held high, 
but the lowest level of the pouch 
sinks down. In people with flabby 
abdominal muscles, the stomach 
may indeed sink away down, and 
when it is filled with a heavy meal 
there mav be considerable mechan- 


ical effort Involved to jetting it 
through the opening. Again the 
upright position may cause the 
large intestine to •&*, leading to 
such functional troubles as consti- 
pation or mucous colitis. 


Nose, Lungs Need AU-Fours 


Posture 


The respiratory system — nost 


and lungs—are designed so thp.t in 
the all-fours position they drain 
secretions and contaminations out 
of the body. 
In the erect posi- 


tion, these secretions and contami- 
nations tend to remain in th€ 
sinuses and roots of the bronchial 
tree. Gravity favors the entrance 
of foreign material into the trachea 
and lungs, and the stagnation of 
secretion formed in situ. 


As'an evidence of the operation 


of this principle, it is known that 
such infections as lung abscess 
tend to occur in the lower lung 
lobes in man and when, as very 
rarely happens, they occur in ani- 
mals, it is in the anterior lung por- 
tions. Sinus disease is almost un- 
known in animals. 


Of course, Nature has provided 


a protective mechanism so far aa 
the lungs are concerned. The glot- 
tic reflex is part of it—meaning 
that the glottis and vocal cords are 
very sensitive to the presence of 
foreign particles in the air, and 
when they are irritated set up a 
cough to expel them and so protect 
the lungs. In the windpipe an- 
other protective device hi the form 
of the delicate hairs lining the 
opening of the bronchi and all wav- 
ing in a current upward toward the 
mouth tend to rid the lower respir- 
atory system of germs and foreign 
particles, and help to overcome the 
mistake of the upright position. 


In treating lung infections, the 


patient is often hung over an ap- 
paratus so that the head Is lower 
than the waist, thus promoting 
drainage by posture. 


The whole subject once more em- 


phasizes the importance of rest in 
the supine position for both diges- 
tive and resDlratorv troubles.

Governor Alf Landon's campaign special: 


1—Lack of noise and commotion. 
2—The absence of women in his party. 
The first is of real significance. The sec- 


ond is largely accidental. The Republican 
Presidential nominee is not an anti-femin- 
ist. He has women assistants in his office in 
Topeka. 


The quiet orderly efficiency of the Lan-

Every guest gets a chance to meet 
Landon personally and to talk to him for a 
few moments. The Governor does not hold 
"court" in his private car. He moves 
through the train, chatting and extending 
greetings. 


He does this without slopping over. Lan- 


don is not a back-slapper or baby-kisser. 
He has a warm, friendly, informal nature, 
but there is nothing artificial or jazzy 
about his public manner. Privately or pub- 
licly he is the same—quiet, poised, digni- 
fied, without being aloof or cold. 


People take to Alf Landon instantly in 


personal contact. There is no "side" to the 
man. 


The candidate is making a big hit with 


the hundreds of local and State leaders he 
is meeting on his trip. There is no question

It was time to rid opponents 
of the Ace of diamonds, insuring 
us game, and the 10 of diamonds 
lost the fourth defensive trick, 
which also was the last one. The 
3 of spades was led at the eighth 
trick.

Dummy's 
K-J of diamonds were good for two 
tricks. The Ace and Q of clubs 
took the two next tricks and the 
Ace of hearts won our ninth trick 
for game, but we could not have 
won an extra trick, except by tak- 
ing too grral a chance In clubs, 
risking defeat if the play failed.

At the third trick, before either

BIRTHDAY, 


16 
YEARS 
OLD 


DETROIT, (UP)—Sixteen years 


ago this week, Dr. Lee de For- 
est, eminent radio scientist, in- 
Btalled in the offices of the Detroit 
News what he called a radiophone. 
This event marked the opening of 
America's first broadcasting sta- 
tion and many people thought the 
venture foolish. 


Dr. de Forest has returned to 


Detroit to see, as he explained it, 
"what type of tree has grown from 
jny acorn." 


He found, instead of the table 


full of scattered apparatus he had 
left, a new $1,000,000 home for 
the Detroit News, station, WWJ, 
and a new 5,000 watt 
transmit- 


ting station declared by engineers 
to be among the most modern in 
the country. 


The new station, erected direct- 


ly acres the street from the News 
building, will be dedicated late in 
September. The transmitting sta- 
tion has been in operation for two 
months. 


In 1920. de Forest's radio could
